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The  mass  media  in  the  United 
States  is  churning  out  a  lot  of  in- 
stantaneous "information"  about 
the  current  economic  crisis.   Each 
day  brings  a  new  headline  story  a- 
bout  hunger,  about  oil  prices,  about 
the  cost  of  living.   Frequent  public 
opinion  poll  results  are  reported 
alongside  and  in  between,  telling 
us  that  the  American  people  are 
angry  with  government  inaction 
and  corporate  profit-taking. 

Yet  this  apparent  free  flow  of 
information  is  having  little  effect  in 
spurring  some  concrete  form  of 
popular  movement  toward  change. 
Why,  if  we're  getting  the  facts,  do 
people  seem  to  be  cynical  about 
"doing  something"  to  change  a 
system  gone  haywire? 

We'd  like  to  suggest  that,  even 
when  we  receive  correct  information 
through  the  media,  we  are  still  be- 
ing lied  to. 

Some  of  us  have  difficulty  seeing 
it  that  way.   Manipulation,  yes,  dis- 
tortion, yes;  but  in  the  end,  so  the 
thinking  goes,  if  people  just  paid 
attention  to  the  information.  .  .  if 
they  could  just  move  out  of  their 
apathy. .  . 

The  polls  show  that  people  are 
paying  attention  to  the  information, 
and  they  are  moving  out  of  their 
apathy.   They  are  experiencing  the 
recession,  and  many  are  angry  and 
cynical.   A  great  number  have  left 
behind  apathy.  .  .  for  pessimism. 

It  is  the  fragmented  nature  of  the 
total  picture  painted  by  the  mass 
media,  we  suggest,  which  produces 
this  pessimism.   Fragmentation  it- 
self—the supposed  "objectivity"  to 
be  found  in  continuous  instant  re- 
play of  discreet,  unconnected  events 
—fragmentation  has  come  to  repre- 
sent reality  for  millions  of  people. 
And  it's  precisely  this  lack  of  con- 
nections, this  lack  of  context  for 
events,  which,  in  an  age  of  informa- 
tion bombardment,  constitutes  a 
lie. 

Let's  take  a  case  in  point: 

One  Sunday  evening  this  past 
November,  NBC  Television  presented 
an  hour-long  documentary  on  star- 
vation in  the  Third  World.   Its  title 
suggested  the  language  of  the  Bible: 
it  was  called  And  Who  Shall  Feed 
This  Earth?  On    the  surface,  the 
facts  were  all  there:   the  differences 
in  farming  techniques  between  the 
U.S.  and  India,  the  cultural  differ- 
ences in  family  size,  the  vanishing 
U.S.  wheat  surpluses,  the  questions 
about  market  prices  and  protection 
of  the  American  farmer.   Contrasted 
for  the  viewing  audience  was  the  life 
of  an  Indian  rice  farmer  with  that 
of  an  independent  wheat  farmer 
from  North  Dakota.  Spokespeople 
for  different  viewpoints  on  the  ques- 
tion of  "our  responsibility"  to  care 
for  the  world's  starving  millions  gave 
their  opinions.   Those  who  thought 
we  should  try  to  give  away  more 
food  seemed  to  have  a  slight  edge. 
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in  terms  of  general  image  palatability. 
At  least  I  think  most  viewers  would 
have  concluded  so. 

Throughout  the  program,  narrator 
John  Chancellor  talked  about  the 
"choices"  that  different  cultures 
make  about  basic  things.   Americans, 
we  were  told,  "choose"  to  have  small 
families  and  to  eat  a  great  deal,  while 
Indians  prefer  large  families  and  tend 
to  have  children  whether  or  not  each 
one  will  be  well-nourished.   At  the 
conclusion  of  the  program,  viewers 
were  asked  whether  or  not  they 
would  be  willing  to  cut  back  on  their 
own  food  consumption  to  help  feed 
the  hungry  of  the  world.   John 
Chancellor  gave  us  to  understand 
that  since  there  probably  isn't 
enough  food  produced  to  nourish 
everyone  properly,  the  question  is 
a  "practical"  one  as  well  as  a  "moral" 
one. 

Nothing  stated  directly  in  the 
NBC  special  on  hunger  was  a  com- 
plete misstatement  of  fact.   After 
all,  on  the  face  of  it,  there  are  more 
babies  per  couple  born  in  India  than 
in  the  U.S.,  and  we  do  eat  better. 
And  Indian  agriculture  does  lag  far 
behind  in  productivity.   And,  small 
farmers  could  suffer  if  the  price  of 
foodstuffs  went  down  on  the  world 


market  as  a  result  of  efforts  to  feed 
those  who  can't  afford  to  pay  the 
going  price. 

Where  is  the  lie? 

For  one  thing,  there  is  a  historical 
interrelationship  between  Third 
World  poverty  and  U.S.  wealth.    It 
is  no  accident  of  culture  that  we  con- 
sume up  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
world's  resources  while  we  constitute 
only  six  per  cent  of  the  world's  popu- 
lation. 

And  for  another,  family  farmers 
in  North  Dakota  are  not  typical  of 
the  agribusiness  combines  which 
ultimately  determine  American  ex- 
port policy  and  world  prices. 

And  left  out  of  the  NBC  story 
altogether  were  the  large  corpora- 
tions which  determine  what  kind  of 
agricultural  production  in  the  Third 
World  is  advantageous  to  the  inter- 
ests of  American  manufacturers  of 
everything  from  farm  machinery  to 
fertilizer. 

The  lie,  then,  is  found  in  the  way 
in  which  the  problem  of  hunger  is 
posed— as  a  series  of  present-time 
"facts"  which  explain  only  them- 
selves, and  not  why  all  these  phen- 
omena exist  side  by  side.  The  very 
"flow  of  information"  itself  in  our 
electronic  culture— the  very  "immed- 


iacy" of  the  "facts"  we're  fed  in  the 
mass  media-confuses  us,  reinforces 
our  helplessness  in  thinking  about 
solutions,  and  contributes  to  a  sense 
of  dispair. 

We're  not  surprised  that  the  com- 
mercial media  paints  such  an  inco- 
herent picture  of  the  world.  Those 
who  control  the  mass  media  are  in 
many  cases  the  same  corporate  inter- 
ests which  help  create  world-wide 
economic  policy.  And  as  the  crisis 
deepens,  we  think  it's  reasonable  to 
expect  that  the  blitz  of  disconnected 
information  will  become  even  more 
confusing  and  frustrating.  .  .  and 
dangerous. 

For  instance,  it's  likely  that  we 
will  see  more  and  more  T.V.  pro- 
grams which  stress  cultural  factors 
and  the  population  explosion  as  the 
main  causes  of  mass  starvation. 
And  it's  possible  that  as  a  result, 
many  Americans  will  grow  to  accept 
as  inevitable  the  deaths  of  hundreds 
of  millions  of  people  in  the  next  few 
decades.   Unless  it  can  be  packaged 
and  tamed  as  one  more  discreet  piece 
of  news,  there  will  be  little  on  the 
tube  in  the  way  of  information  about 
those  forces  and  movements  in  the 
world  which  are  fighting  to  reverse 
the  course  of  impoverishment 
through  radical  politico-economic 
change. 

But  this  doesn't  mean  that  the 
media  has  an  iron-clad  hold  on 
people's  minds.   In  fact,  people  feel 
the  relationship  of  things  in  their 
own  lives  and  the  disconnections 
on  T.V.  are  becoming  more  glaring 
to  many  people— especially  working 
people  who  know  that  their  wage 
demands  and  strikes  are  either  ig- 
nored in  the  media,  or  else  made 
out  to  be  the  "cause"  of  inflation. 
There  is  a  reality  to  people's  per- 
sonal experience,  even  though  the 
world  at  large  comes  through  mainly 
in  fragments.  We  know  that  alter- 
native sources  of  information  can 
be  a  bridge  for  people,  and  that  it's 
our  job  to  make  the  connections 
which  the  commercial  media  elim- 
inates. 

This  month  on  KPFA,  we're 
making  attempts  both  to  unravel 
the  "facts"  about  the  economy, 
and  to  put  them  together  in  ways 
that  allow  our  listeners  to  contem- 
plate a  coherent  overall  picture. 
And  we'll  be  putting  you  on  the 
air  too— in  phone-in  shows,  and 
through  taped  interviews  with  peo- 
ple on  the  street.  We  make  no 
claims  to  have  "the  Truth"— only 
that  we  are  working  hard  to  pre- 
sent what  our  reporters  and  pro- 
ducers can  discover  about  the  con- 
text of  events.  .  .  the  historical  and 
social  and  political  forces  surround- 
ing the  latest  headlines.   KPFA  has 
played  David  to  the  commercial 
media's  Goliath  many  times  in  the 
past,  and  what  our  non-commercial

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STATION  NOTES 


It  doesn't  take  KPFA  to  tell  you 
that  the  econony  in  this  country  is 
in  a  grave,  if  not  terminal,  condition. 
KPFA  is  here  to  provide  informa- 
tion about  this  (and  many  other) 
important  aspects  of  life  which  is 
dealt  a  raw  deal  by  the  rest  of  the 
media. 

Because  KPFA,  through  non-com- 
mercial listener-sponsorship,  is  less 
committed  to  the  general  competi- 
tive money  making  concept  of 
"business-as-usual"  in  America  than 
is,  for  example,  GBS,  The  Chronicle, 
The  Rolling  Stone,  or  the  other  mass 
media  you  are  familiar  with. . .  we 
are  less  inhibited  from  looking  at  the 
entire  picture.  What  this  means  is, 
as  you  can  see  in  the  many  special 
programs  scheduled  this  month,  we 
are  able  to  provide  information  and 
analysis  which  do  not  assume  nece- 
sarily  that  the  fundamental  economic 
system  of  this  country  is  ideal,  and 
can  consider  weaknesses  of  this  sys- 
tem and  strengths  of  alternatives. 

We  will  be  considering  what 
effects  the  economic  problems  have 
on  the  lives  of  people  in  a  candid, 
honest  manner. 

We  will  also  illustrate  the  ways  in 
which  many  of  the  corporations 
which  finance  the  bulk  of  the  media 
continue  to  make  massive  profts, 
pollute  the  environment  and  corrupt 
the  election  process  while  most  of 
us  are  forced  to  pay  increased  prices. 
There  is  one  rather  ironic  part  to 
the  economic  situation  which  is  very 
much  on  the  minds  of  us  at  KPFA. 
As  you  might  imagine,  at  a  time 
when  people  have  less  money  to 
spend,  some  people  will  find  it  more 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  sup- 
port a  radio  station's  operation.  At 
the  same  time,  we  hope  you  are  con- 
vinced that  the  need  for  a  non-com- 
mercial alternative  station  is,  at  this 
time,  as  important  or  more  important 
than  ever. 

Since  our  costs  have  been  going 
up  along  with  yours,  we  have  had 
to  raise  our  subscription  rates.   Ad- 
ditionally, we  are  finding  it  necessary 
to  intensify  our  requests  and  pleas 
for  money. 

We  will  be  creating  a  full  scale 
promotion  and  development  depart- 
ment here  at  KPFA  during  the 
month,  and  from  this  we  expect  to 
increase  the  number  of  people  who 
know  about  the  station,  and  thus, 
those  who  might  subscribe.  Our 
promotion  department  will  also  be 
organizing  more  benefits  and  other 
fund  raising  activities.   If  you  have 
time  or  energy  to  help  our  KPFA's 
promotional  effort,  whether  it  be  as 
involved  as  organizing  a  benefit,  or 
simpler.  .  .  such  as  distributing  leaf- 
lets and  Folios  in  your  part  of  the 
Bay  Area,  please  let  us  know.  We 
have  people  at  KPFA  who  can  get

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Since  October  KPFA  listeners 
have  been  favored  by  the  musical 
expertise  of  one  of  Holland's  leading 
broadcasters  for  the  past  thirteen 
years,  Han  Reiziger.  Our  thanks  to 
Han  for  his  informative  Monday 
Morning  Concerts  featuring  music 
from  the  archives  of  the  Dutch  Radio 
and  his  Wednesday  afternoon  pro- 
grams on  European  jazz. 

On  February  1st,  Han  and  his 
family  return  to  their  significantly 
more  frigid  homeland  to  await  the 
next  Pacifica  exchange  person,  one 
of  the  staff  of  KPFK  in  Los  Angeles. 
This  exchange  program  began  in  1970 
when  Peter  Flik,  the  Bill  Schechner 
of  Dutch  broadcasting,  served  for 
four  months  at  WBAI  in  New  York. 
In  1971  Larry  Josephson  then  worked 
for  a  similar  amount  of  time  in 
Holland,  producing  a  talk  show  in 
Dutch  (for  which  he  took  a  crash 
course  in  Flemish,  only  to  have  to 
do  it  all  over  when  he  was  informed 
that  he  had  studied  the  wrong  ton- 
gue). 

In  1972  Philippe  Scheltema,  a 
political  affairs  programmer  from 
VPRO,  worked  at  KPFA,  and  in 
1973  I  produced  35  programs  on 
American  composers  for  Dutch  audi- 
ences with  Han  Reiziger  as  narrator. 
A  highlight  of  my  stay  was  a  19-day 
stint  in  the  Central  Jewish  Hospital  in 
Amsterdam  due  to  a  bout  with  pneu- 
monia.  But  nasty  weather  aside,  I 
took  advantage  of  the  time  abroad  to 
interview  a  number  of  prominent  per- 
sonalities including  composers  Pierre 
Boulez,  Germaine  Taillerferre  and 
Mauricio  Kagel,  painter  Brion  Gysin, 
artists  Herve  Fischer  and  Jean-Francois 
Bory  and  sound  poet  Bernard  Heid- 
sieck.  And  the  archives  of  1 5  Europ- 
ean radio  stations  were  at  my  disposal 
through  the  courtesy  of  VPRO.   Due 
to  the  delays  caused  by  KPFA's  sum- 
mer strike,  20  of  these  documentary 
programs  are  yet  to  be  aired. 

This  most  unlikely  liason  between 
two  struggling,  radically-oriented 
radio  organizations,  thousands  of 
miles  apart,  has  been  a  source  of  re- 
juvenation for  those  who  have  worked 
on  exchange.  And  for  Dutch  and 
American  audiences  there  has  been  a 
glimpse  into  the  stylistic  differences 
of  experimental  radio  on  two  con- 
tinents. 

One  of  the  finest  aspects  of  the 
present  exchange  is  the  fact  that  Han 
Reiziger  returns  to  Holland  with  in- 
terviews featuring  the  voices  of  Bay 
Area  composers  and  musicians  whose 
works  will  be  heard  over  the  entire 
national  radio  system  in  Holland  on 
his  widely-respected  music  magazine 
program.   America,  lacking  as  it  is  in 
creative  national  network  radio  pro- 
grams, will  little  note  nor  long  remem- 
ber that  composers  such  as  Ingram 
Marshall,  Lou  Harrison  and  Beth 
Anderson  are  household  words  in 
the  far-off  Netherlands.

much.  We'll  also  bring  you  a  docu- 
mentary on  Bay  Area  Labor's  re- 
action to  the  current  economic  situ- 
ation. 

To  kick  off  this  month-long 
emphasis  on  the  economy,  we'll  pre- 
sent an  afternoon  of  special  pro- 
gramming on  Sunday,  January  5. 
(See  the  Program  Highlights  for  a 
complete  list  of  Specials  on  the 
economy  throughout  the  month. 
We  hope  you'll  be  participating  in 
those  programs  where  your  response 
is  invited  on  the  air.) 


We  hope  that  we  will  all  learn  to- 
gether from  this  month  of  programs 
on  the  economy— we  who  produce 
them,  and  you  who  listen  and  re- 
spond. What  we  learn  should  help 
us  all  to  come  up  with  other  pro- 
grams in  1975  which  talk  about  solu- 
tions:  programs  about  new  kinds  of 
organizing,  programs  on  the  general 
state  of  the  movement  for  funda- 
mental change  in  the  Unived  States. 
If  we  haven't  offered  you  more  of 
this  kind  of  program  in  the  recent 
past,  it's  both  because  we  ourselves 
have  gone  through  some  fundamen-

It's  a  brand  new  year,  and  time 
for  New  Year's  Resolutions.  .  .  one 
of  which  should  be  to  help  each 
other  come  out  of  hibernation.  We 
hope  our  programs  on  the  economy 
this  month  represent  a  constructive 
step  in  that  direction.  With  your 
financial  support  and  your  feedback, 
we  can  continue  to  work  together 
to  build  real  alternatives  to  the  illu- 
sions created  by  the  commercial 
media.
